On  Thursday,  February  1 6,  Btl  held  a  'Kick  Off  showing 
a  commitment  to  a  safer  place  to  learn.  The  kick  off 
culminated  a  mentor  buddy  initiative  that  focused  on  our 
anti— bullying  campaign.  During  mentor  buddy  sessions. 
Middle  and  Senior  ^hool  students  paired  up  with  Junior 
^hool  students  to  illustrate  their  thoughts  on  what 
"anti^bullying"  looks  like  at  Btu  The  students  drew  their 
thoughts  on  paper  then  the  individual  drawings  were 
"quilted  together"  and  displayed.  The  students  were  also 
asked  to  come  up  with  a  slogan  for  Btl.  I^eah  Werier,  a 

student,  had  the  winning  slogan,  "^tand  Tall  at 
Balmoral  tlall"  which  encourages  students  to  stand  up  for 
each  other  against  bullying  behaviors. 
Bullying,  as  defined  by  Balmoral  ball  School,  is  a  deliber- 
ate and  typically  repeated  attempt  to  hurt  either  physi- 
cally or  emotionally  from  which  the  aggressor  derives 
gratification.  It  is  made  possible  by  an  imbalance  of 
power  and  the  unjust  use  of  power  by  individuals  or 
group.
